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(57) Abstract: A touch sensitive matrix display senses touch input in sense periods (SP) which are selected to occur non-concur- 
rently with data (DA) written to the pixels (10) of the matrix display during the addressing period (AP). As now, no data (DA) is 
written to the display while the sensing is performed during the sense periods (SP), the sensing will be less complicated. The sense 
periods (SP) are selected to occur in-between successive addressing periods (AP) because the display has pixels (10) of which the 
optical state is maintained substantially longer than the addressing period (AP) lasts. Such a hold period (HP) which lasts substan- 
tially longer than the addressing period (AP) is for example available in bistable displays such as electrophoretic displays. 
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
